service for their cduntry. 

The latest country to take part In thlH move- 
1 ment la France. There the women are -making 
more serious and formidable military preparations than any- 
whore else, which la perhaps what we might expect In the 
countrywomen of Joan of Arc. 

Madame Jane Dieulafoy, one of the most distinguished 
women In Franco, a groat explorer, who wears IrouBetB with 
perfect dignity,.has planned to raise a whole brigade of 
women Boldlers. 

She Intends to Bupply 2.672 qfflcerfl, 6.000 non commis¬ 
sioned officers aud 20.000 female privates, flhe has already 
gathered 800 officers, and there Is no doubt that the num- 
hers she asks will he furnished many tlmoB over. 

The primary object of thla force Is to do duty In the ad¬ 
ministrative service, and thus release a certain number of 
men for active fighting. There are; however, a groat many 
woraon who are eager, for combatant service, and It |h gen¬ 
erally believed that the new plan will ^nd In gratifying thta 
desire.- —• ■ f 

The French. Amazons will furnish a number of daring 
military aviators. There are scores of'French women, llko 
Helene Dutrieu, who are as reckless of their lives as any men 
who navigate the air. 

In the past French soldlqra on campaign have enjoyed the 
company of women called "cantlnlercs.V who supplied them 
with drinks add attended to their wants in other ways.. To- , 
day Frenchwomen demand an employment more worthy of 
the modern position of their sex. 

It Is settled'that Francois new Amazons shall wear mlll- 
-; iary uniform, carry arms and ho drilled like men*. 

Madame Dieulafoy as a scholar and historian knows well 
that women under certain circumstances can become fiercer 
fighters than men. She herself Is noted as tbe excavator of 
ancient Porscpolls, tkacapital of King Dartus, burnt by Alex¬ 
ander the Creat at- tile suggestion of the beautiful but scan¬ 
dalous Thais. In her scientific labors she baa sbqwn strength 
of endurance beyond that of tbe average man. The French 
Government has authorized ber to wear man*B clothes. She 
Is the only woman at present enjoying that privilege In 
France. 

It Is, however, the emotional qualities of woman that will 
make bor terrible In war. rather than the possession of such _ 
unusual physical qualities as Madamo Dleulafoy'a. What 
makes woman so terrlhlo Is that she fights with ber emotions 
rather than with her head. 

From the dawn of history women have given evidence of 
their fighting ability, and there Is no reason to bcllevo that 
they hove lost It to-day. The Amazons* were a nation of 
women In Asia who gave great trouble to the Greeks In early 
times. They made visits to a neighboring country once a 
year In order to keep up the raco, and afterwards killed all 
male children. 

Achilles, the great Greek hero, killed PentheBlIoa. the 
beautiful Queen of tbe Amazons, In hattlo. and was thought 
-to havo performed b praiseworthy feat. 

Franco has hot) fully as many Amazons .is any other 
country. There wps the Immortal Joan »t Arc. who drove th'o 
English out of France when all the men. in the country could . 
not do It. In addition to her France had Jeanno Hachctle. 
who fought at Beauvais; Margaret of Anjou and many others. 
Whenever women take a hand In war It becomes more 
C cruel and savage. In Ihu French Revolution the women ted 
the uprising that seized tho King at Versailles. From that 
moment tl.c Revolution assumed Its sanguinary character. 
Again In the Ccmmuuo of 1871 Parisian women were tho 
great JiiHllgators of vlolonce. 

America has nnl been without her martial women, al- 
though wo seem. disposed to minimize their deeds. Moll 
Pitcher rendered groat service to tho American revolutionary 
cause at tho battle of Monmouth and on other occasions. 

Moll Pilcher was married to a cannoneer in .the Contlnen 
lal army. Hor military career began early tn tho Revolu¬ 
tionary War. Sjio was beside her husband, who was serving 
a gun in Fort Clinton, when tho OrltlBb Wok that place by 
rtorm In 1777. A? tho British came on In ovorwholmtng 
nuraherB hor husbnml. using his hoad no doubt like a man. 
thought It best to leave his gun. His wlfo look his place and 
discharged the pleco right Into tho midst of tho onrushing 
enemy. Hors was tho last Bhot fired In tho fight. It did ter- ! 
riblo execution. * '
